Muscle Melt 

The Royal Adelaide Hos- 
AN pital warned of the dan- 

gers of South Australia's 
recent intense heat waves after a 
German tourist was admitted in criti- 
cal condition suffering from heat- 
stroke-induced "muscle melt." The 
30-year-old woman had traveled into 
the 100-degree southern summer 
weather of Alice Springs from Ger- 
many, where temperatures were 
near freezing. The stroke led to a 
two-day coma, brain damage, com- 
plete kidney failure, and caused 
“muscle melt,” a condition where in- 
tense heat makes muscles liquefy. 


Winter Twisters 

Freak wintertime torna- 
Pe does raked South 

Florida’s Dade and Brow- 
ard counties, smashing windows, flip- 
ping airplanes, ripping off roofs, and 
leaving residents shaken but mostly 
unharmed. At least 20 planes were 
damaged or destroyed as the twister 
ripped a 100-yard-wide swath 
through the south side of North Perry 
Airport in Pembroke Pines.

"People, especially 
boaters, need to be aware that they 
may Come upon manatees in areas 
where they usually don’t see them 
this time of year,” warned Pat Rose, 
head of the protected species divi- 
sion of the Florida Department of 
Natural Resources. Radio-tagged 
manatees were detected moving 
northward from Brevard County back 
toward Jacksonville, in the far north 
of the state. Wildlife officials had 
planned to conduct the first coordi-

On the opposite side of the 
Gulf, Iranian Officials reported that a 
black rain, caused by thick plumes of 
smoke from the burning oil, poured 
for ten minutes in southern Bushehr 
province. Western press reports said 
that Iraqi troops had set fire to the 
Kuwaiti sites, but Baghdad Radio 
blamed attacks by allied forces for 
the burning.

on Iceland’s Mt. Hekla Vol- 
AK cano erupted for the first 
time since 1981, sending 
streams of lava down the snow- 
ei a Revie 80 miles east of 
@ capital, Reykjavik. A reporter for 
Icelandic Television said that Mt. 
Hekla’s active phases are locally 
known as “tourist eruptions” because 
they generally last for several months 
— long enough for curious travelers 
from around the world to visit the 
beautiful displays of fire on ice.

Five people, including two 
EZ three-year-old boys, were 

killed by a single bolt of 
lightning which struck a hut in Sowati 
black township near the South Afri- 
can resort of Port Shepstone. Two 
other people were injured, accord- 
ing to state-run radio reports. 


Tampa Twister 

A rare winter tornado 

caused extensive damage 

to horse barns and racing 
equipment as it ripped through 
Tampa Bay Downs thoroughbred 
racetrack along Florida's Gulf Coast. 
Three horses had to be destroyed 
after being injured, but almost 1,500 
others being kept at the track were 
unharmed. The twister was one of 
several which struck three counties 
in the Tampa Bay Area.
